Persons prominent in the National 
Red Cross society are considering a plan 
for reorganization which is intended to 
greatly increase the scope of the socie­ 
ty ’s work. 
To George C. Boldt of the 
W aldorf-Astoria hotel, who was elected 
treasurer last spring upon the resigna­ 
tion of former Mayor Schieren of Brook­ 
lyn. belongs the credit for preparing the 
plan 
It was because of Mr. Boldt's well 
known capacity for organization and 
bis fam iliarity with business affairs 
that he was urged to form ulate a plan 
to be subm itted to fellow members of a 
comm ittee appointed aboil* one month 
ago The other members of the com m it­ 
tee are John J Edson, president of the 
W ashington Loan and Tm st company 
of W ashington, and Edwin Hay. a law’- 
yer of that city 
Mr 
Boldt visited W ashington re­ 
cently for the purpose of conferring 
with 
Miss Clara 
Barton and 
with 
Messrs. Edson and Hay 
He placed the 
plan he had devised before them and 
then returned to New York. 
They are 
now considering it and will shortly 
comm unicate their views to him. Then 
the m atter will be in tile form of a re­ 
port to the « 
tith e committee, which 
will in tu rn ..ring it before the board of 
directors 
It has been said in certain quarters 
that the proposed reorganization of the 
national society is because of the fact 
that there has been some adverse c riti­ 
cism of the m anner in which the work 
has been carried on. 
This, it is said in 
reply, has to a great extent been due to 
subordinates, who. not being directly 
nnder the eye of Miss Burton at all 
times, have taken advantage of the fact 
and have at tim es managed affairs in 
such a way as to create criticism . This 
refers to the adm inistration of the so­ 
ciety ’s affairs at different {mints in the 
United States during the war with 
Spain as well as at various places in 
Cuba. 
For this reason persons promi­ 
nently identified with the work of the 
society became convinced that if its 
good name and use fulness were not to 
be impaired some plan of reorganiza­ 
tion would have to be adopted. 
When I spoke to Mr. Boldt the other 
day about the proposed plan of reorgan­ 
ization. be expressed a disinclination to 
discuss the subject at. length. 
He de­ 
clared that the entire m atter is at pres 
ent in an incomplete state, but he con­ 
sented finally to give me an outline of 
the plan 
Prim arily, he said, it is in ­ 
tended to establish permanent head­ 
quarters of the National Red Cross so 
ciety in W ashington The proposed plan 
contem plates the erection of a building 
at W ashington, to be devoted solely to 
the uses of the society. 
The chief offi­ 
c e r of the society are to consist of a 
president, vice president and a chief of 
staff 
The duties of the latter official 
will be that of a general manager, who 
will exercise a general control of the 
work of 
the society throughout the 
country, subject to the authority of 
Miss Barton as president and the board 
of directors. 
The proposed plan does not contem ­ 
plate extending the work of reorganiza­ 
tion at present to Cuba, Hawaii or the 
Philippine Islands. In the United States 
the country will lie divided into depart­ 
ments. which geographically will cor­ 
respond to the m ilitary departm ents as 
they now exist 
Each departm ent will 
be adm inistered by a chief, who will 
have control of the territory under his 
charge and who will in torn be respon­ 
sible to the executive comm ittee of the 
board of directors. 
It will be the duty 
of each chief to so organize his depart­ 
ment that local Red Cross societies will 
be established in the cities and towns 
w ithin his jurisdiction. These societies 
will be responsible to him. 
There are now in the United States 
eight m ilitary departmnts. Mr. Boldt’s 
plan contemplates that the chief of each 
of the society's departm ents and oue 
other person from the same departm ent 
shall be members of the national exec­ 
utive committee. 
This would give 16 
members of the committee, or, if it 
shonld be decided to increase the nam 
ber of departments, the num ber of dele 
agtea would be correspondingly in 
creased 
Mr. Boldt said that the plan which 
he has prepared does not contemplate 
that any person connected with the so 
ciety shall receive pay for his services 
except the chief of staff at Washington 
and the clerical and similar labor which 
it will be absolutely necessary to em 
ploy 
Mr Boldt explained that he be 
lievee the chief of staff should receive a 
•alary, because it will therefore be poe- 
•ible to hold bim to a more thorough 
performance of his duties than would 
he the case if that official gave his serv­ 
ices without rem uneration 
“Of course Miss Barton will be the 
president of the national society and

Plan to Educate American* In R ela­ 
tion tv* Our New l*lun«l*. 
The widespread popular desire for in­ 
formation concerning the inhabitants, 
prodnctsand industries of the islands of 
the sea recently acquired by the United 
States is soon to be met. 
Secretary of 
W ar Alger has expressed a willingness 
to co-operate with the managers of the 
Greater America exposition at Omaha 
and will have the officers of army trans­ 
ports instructed to carry objects of in­ 
terest intended for the exposition from 
the ports of our new* insular possessions.

Persons prominent in the National 
Rod Cross society are considering a plan 
for reorganization which is intended to 
greatly increase the scope of the socie­ 
t y ’s work. 
T o George C. Boldt of the 
W aldorf-Astoria hotel, who was elected 
treasurer last spring upon the resigna­ 
tion of former M ayor Schieren of Brook­ 
lyn. belongs the credit for preparing the 
plan 
It w as because of Mr. B old t’H well 
known cap acity for organization and 
his 
fa m ilia rity w ith business affairs 
that he was urged to form ulate a plan 
to be subm itted to fellow members of a 
com m ittee appointed about one month 
ago 
T h e other members of the co m m it­ 
tee are John J 
Ed Hen, president of the 
W ashington 
Loan and T ru st com pany 
o f W ashington, and Edw in Hay. a law­ 
yer of that c ity 
Mr 
Boldt visited 
W ashington re­ 
cently for the purpose of conferring 
w ith 
Miss 
Clara 
Barton 
and 
w ith 
Messrs. Eds< n and Hay 
He placed the 
plan he had devised before them and 
then returned to N ew York. 
T h ey are 
now considering it 
and will shortly 
oniriiunicate their view s to him. Then 
the m atter will be in the form of a re­ 
port to the »•*.••votive committee, which 
will in tu rn I.ring it before the board of 
directors 
It has been said in certain quarters 
that the proposed reorganization of the 
national society is because of the fact 
that there has benn some adverse c r iti­ 
cism of the m anner in which the work 
las been carried on. 
This, it in said iii 
reply, has to a great extent been due to 
subordinates, who, not being directly 
under the eye of Miss Barton at all 
times, have taken advan tage of the fact 
ami have at tim es managed affairs in 
such a w a y as to create criticism . T his 
refers to the adm inistration of the so­ 
c ie ty 's affairs at different points in the 
United States 
durin g the w ar w ith 
Spain as well as at various places in 
Cuba. 
For this reason persons prom i­ 
nently identified w ith the work of the 
society becam e convinced that if its 
good nam e and usefulness w ere not to 
be im paired some plan of reorganiza­ 
tion would have ti* be adopted. 
W hen I spoke to Mr. Boldt the other 
day about the proposed plan of reorgan­ 
ization. he expressed a disinclination to 
discuss the subject at length 
He d e ­ 
clared that the entire m atter is at pres 
ent in an incomplete state, but he con­ 
sented finally to give me an outline of 
the plan 
Prim arily, he said, it is in I 
tended to establish 
permanent 
head- 
j 
quartern of the National Red Cross so 
ciety iii W ashington 
The proposed plan 
contem plates the erection of a building 
at W ashington, to be devoted solely to 
the uses o f the society. 
T he chief ofti j 
cern of the society are to consist of a J 
president, vice president and a chief of J 
staff 
T h e duties of the latter official : 
w ill be that of a general manager, who j 
w ill exercise a general control of the 
work of 
the society throughout the 
country, subject to the authority of 
Miss Barton as president and the board 
of directors. 
T h e proposed plan does not contem ­ 
plate extending the w ork of reorgan iza­ 
tion at present to Cuba. Haw*aii or the 
Philippine Islands. Tn the United States 
the country will be divided into depart­ 
ments. which geographically will cor­ 
respond to the m ilitary departm ents as 
they now exist 
Each departm ent will 
be adm inistered 
by a chief, who will 
have control of the territory under his 
charge and who will in turn be respon­ 
sible to the execu tive com m ittee of the 
lioard of directors. 
It w ill be the duty 
of each ch ief to so organize his depart­ 
ment that local Red Cross societies will 
lie established 
in the cities and tow us 
w ith in his jurisdiction. 
These societies 
will lie responsible to him. 
There are now* in the United States 
eight m ilitary depurtm nts 
Mr. B o ld t’s 
plan contem plates that the chief of each 
of the society 's departm ents and one 
other person from the same departm ent 
shall be m em bers of the national exec­ 
u tive com mittee.

The explanation suggested by the ex 
peri mentors is that the rotating bul­ 
let picks up particles of snow as it goes 
in aud so gets “ balled” or blocked up 
The result is curious enough to enconr 
age further experiment. One would like 
to know, for instance, whether a non- 
rotating ball from a smooth bore would 
show better penetration, as it should 
on the theory advanced.

L e tte r F r o m a S e w ¥ o r k B oy W h o lo 
F lK h tln tc th e F ilip in o s . 
Mrs. R. Seelig of New York has re­ 
ceived a letter, w ritten at the begin­ 
ning of the lighting near Manila, from 
her brother. M artin Hildebrandt, a for­ 
mer resident of the Tenth ward and a 
member of the old N inth regim ent, who 
is fighting in the Philippines as a m em ­ 
ber of Company E, Second Oregon regi­ 
ment. 
The letter is dated Feb. 13. It says 
“ The big fight started last Sunday 
night, and we ale on duty all the time. 
One of our battles was four hours long. 
Companies G, K and C have gone to 
the front, and the rest of the regim ent 
i8 on duty in the city 
We have lost 
dead, and 354 are wounded. 
We are 
sleeping w ith our clothes and shoes on 
nights. I don t think we will leave here 
for six months, because there is going 
to be plenty of fighting in a week, and 
we will have our hands full. 
We have 
killed 6,000 insurgents, and we have 
our troops as far as 15 miles from Ma­ 
nila. 
Fifteen thousand troops stretch. 
in a curve, from Cavite to the bay. w ith 
Kansas men nearest the bay. W ashing­ 
ton next, then the regulars, and we 
cover from them to Cavite. 
“ I am tired. 
I have just come in 
from 48 hours’ guard duty on the picket 
line, where it rains bullets all day long. 
“ lf I don’t w rite again, look in the 
m orning papers and see if I am shot or 
wounded, because I don t know when I 
will get it in the neck from one of the 
insurgents. 
“ Tell the old N inth regim ent boys 
we are having a bard tim e here. 
On the 2bth H ildebrandt did get 
wounded, but only slightly, 
in the 
hand.—New’ York World.

NEW REDCROSS SOCIETY 


Plan Prepared by George C. 
Boldt to Reorganize It.

Persons prominent in the National 
Red Cross society are considering a plan 
for reorganization which is intended to 
greatly increase the scope of the socie­ 
ty ’s work. 
To George C. Boldt of the 
Waldorf-Astoria hotel, who was elected 
treasurer last spring upon the resigna­ 
tion of former Mayor Schieren of Brook­ 
lyn. belongs the credit for preparing the 
plan 
It was because of Mr. Boldt's well 
known capacity for organization and 
his familiarity with business affairs 
that he was urged to formulate a plan 
to be submitted to fellow members of a 
committee appointed about one month 
ago The other members of the commit­ 
tee are John J Edson, president of the 
Washington Loan and Trust company 
of Washington, and Edwin Hay. a law­ 
yer of that city 
Mr 
Boldt visited Washington re­ 
cently for the purpose of conferring 
with Miss Clara 
Barton and with 
Messrs. Edson and Hay 
He placed the 
plan he had devised before them and 
then returned to New York. 
They are 
now considering it and will shortly 
communicate their views to him. Then 
the m atter will he in the form of a re­ 
port to the e* ecutive committee, which 
will in tu rn bring it before the board of 
directors 
It has been said in certain quarters 
that the proposed reorganization of the 
national society is because of the fact 
that there has been some adverse criti­ 
cism of the manner in which the work 
has been carried on. 
This, it is said in 
reply, has to a great extent been due to 
subordinates, who, not being directly 
nuder the eye of Miss Barton at all 
times, have taken advantage of the fact 
and have at times managed affairs in 
such a way as to create criticism. This 
refers to the administration of the so­ 
ciety's affairs at different points in the 
United States during the war with 
Spain as well as at various places in 
Cuba. 
For this reason persons promi­ 
nently identified with the work of the 
society became convinced that if its 
good name and usefulness were not to 
lie impaired some plan of reorganiza­ 
tion would have to he adopted. 
When I spoke to Mr. Boldt the other 
day about the proposed plan of reorgan­ 
ization. he expressed a disinclination to 
discuss the subject at length 
He de­ 
clared that the entire m atter is at pres 
cnt in an incomplete state, hut he con­ 
sented finally to give me an outline of 
the plan 
Primarily, he said, it is in­ 
tended to establish permanent head­ 
quarters of the National Red Cross so­ 
ciety in Washington The proposed plan 
contemplates the erection of a building 
at Washington, to be devoted solely to 
the uses of the society. 
The chief offi­ 
ce! s of the society are to consist of a 
president, vice president and a chief of 
staff 
The duties of the latter official 
will be that of a general manager, who 
will exercise a general control of the 
work of the society throughout the 
country, subject to the authority of 
Miss Barton as president and the hoard 
of directors 
The proposed plan does not contem­ 
plate extending the work of reorganiza­ 
tion at present to Cuba, Hawaii or the 
Philippine Islanda In the United States 
the country will lie divided into depart­ 
ments. which geographically will cor­ 
respond to the military departments as 
they now exist 
Rach department will 
be administered by a chief, who will 
have control of the territory under his 
charge and who will in turn he respon­ 
sible to the executive committee of the 
board of directors 
It will be the duty 
of each chief to so organize his depart­ 
ment that local Red Cross societies will 
he established in the cities and towns 
within his jurisdiction. These societies 
will be responsible to him. 
There are now in the United States 
eight military departmnts Mr. Boldt's 
plan contemplates that the chief ot each 
of the society 's departments and oue 
other person from the same department 
shall be members of the national exec­ 
utive committee. 
This would give 16 
members of the committee, or, if it 
should be decided to increase the nam 
ber of departments, the number of dele- 
agt es would be correspondingly in 
creased. 
Mr. Boldt said that the plan which 
he bas prepared does not contemplate 
that any person connected with the so­ 
ciety shall receive pay for his services 
except the chief of staff at Washington 
and the clerical and similar labor which 
it will be absolutely necessary to em­ 
ploy 
Mr Boldt explained that be be 
lieves the chief of staff should receive a 
•alary, because it will therefore be pos­ 
sible to hold bim to a more thorough 
performance of his duties than would 
be the case if that official gave his serv­ 
ices without remuneration 
“ Of course Miss Barton will be the 
president of the national society and 
will remain so as Urng a- -die noires to 


retain the piace. 
it is liers oy rlgnt, 
aud no one can take it from her.

said 
He declared that he had no per­ 
son in view for the position of chief of 
staff, but repeated that whoever may 
be chosen will be a business man whose 
standing and ability will he above ques 
tion 
In reply to the observation that the 
reorganization might be attributed to 
criticism which was extended to the so­ 
ciety at times for the manner in which 
its work has been carried out. particu­ 
larly during the war with Spain. Mi 
It.ldt denied that such is the case.-

EXH IBITS OF OUR COLONIES. 


P la n Hi K d u ea te A m erica n * In R e la ­ 
tio n tv O ar .Hew Inland*. 
The widespread popular desire for in­ 
formation concerning the inhabitants, 
products and industries of the islands of 
the sea recently acquired by the United 
States is soon to be met. Secretary of 
W ar Alger has expressed a willingness 
to co-operate with the managers of the 
Greater America exposition at Omaha 
and will have the officers of army trans­ 
ports instructed to carry objects of in­ 
terest intended for the exposition from 
the ports of our new insular possessions. 
The war department has already fur­ 
nished transportation to the agents of 
the exposition who are collecting ex­ 
hibits. 
Transports leave Manila every 
week or two, and in some case* they are 
without cargoes. 
One of these vessels 
will be utilized to carry implements of 
agriculture, native products of the 
Philippine Islands, bamboo and fiber 
materials, weapons of war and even 
Filipino families, the desire of the ex­ 
position managers being to bring about 
IOO families from the Philippines and 
set them up in native huts upon the ex 
position grounds. 
Inhabitants and ob­ 
jects of other islands will alod be ex 
hibited at the exposition. 
Secretary of 
Agriculture 
Wilson 
pledged himself and his department to 
do everything possible to expedite the 
gathering of these exhibits. “ Whatever 
has been collected," said Secretary Wil 
son. “ is at the disposal of the Greater 
America exposition, and I will so notify 
our people not only in the Philippines. 
but in the West Indies also. " Observers 
at the weather bureau stations through­ 
out Cuba and Porto Hico will be expect­ 
ed to act as agents of the exposition in 
the further collection of articles illus­ 
trating the products, industries and 
peoples of these islands. 
The exposition at Omaha will open 
July I and continue until the 1st day of 
November 
The buildings and grounds 
of the exposition of 1*98 have been pur 
chased, and the landscapes are being 
transformed into tropical gardens of 
great extent and beauty 
The large 
white structures will he tinted and dec­ 
orated in harmony with the tropical 
foliage, plant life and flora, which will 
abound not only throughout the beauti 
ful bluff tract at the eastern portion of 
the grounds, but also en either side of 
the lagoon in the grand court The gen 
oral aspect of the grounds is to be 
wholly different from that of last year, 
while the diversified exhibits from the 
sea islands will afford a rare attraction 
the like of wbidi has never before been 
presented in the United States 
Dr.

There will also he in 
due time the great central African 
trunk line fro m Cairo to bring it in 
to uch with Euro fie fro m that .side 
But neither o f these ro ads has the 
same interest fo r the Rho desians that 
the o ne no w appro aching co mpletio n 
will have, that is to bring BnUwayo . 
in the center o f Rho desia, and Salis­ 
bury, in the no rtheast, in direct co m­ 
municatio n with the sea at Beira. o n the 
Po rtuguese co ast o f the Indian o cean 
The distance between Bnluwayo and 
Beira is o nly 430 miles, and o f that dis­ 
tance 150 miles, fro m Beira to Massi- 
Kessi, is already laid and in running 
o rder. 
The co nstrnctio n o f the i lilway 
that is to jo in the Beira anci Salisbury 
line at Massi-Kessi will so o n be taken 
in hand, the first sectio n o f 100 miles, 
fro m Bulawayo to Gwelo . being already 
decided, leaving o nly 180 miles between 
Qwelo and Massi-Kessi to be built 
The So uth African co mpany expects 
to take o ver the Beira line next Octo ­ 
ber. when it will have entire co ntro l o f 
the freight rates and traffic, which it 
will be in the interest o f the territo ry 
to make as cheap as po ssible. No t o nly 
will it make a great difference to trav­ 
elers and go o ds to and fro m Euro pe to 
have the sho rter rail and sea ro nte to 
go by, bnt the impetus that will be 
given to the trade and expo rtatio n o f 
Rho desia will be immense. 
The differ­ 
ence between the length o f the ro ute 
between Bulawayo and England byway 
o f Beira and o f that by way o f Cape 
To wn is calculated to be 2,200 miles. 
Already Rho desians are indulging in 
dreams o f the go lden future that is in 
sto re fo r them, and the Matabele Times 
fo resees the day when, whether the 
fro ntiers o f Rho desia are carried do wn 
to the sea so o ner o r later. Beira will he 
t>f paramo unt impo rtance to that part 
o f So uth Africa. 
As yet there do es no t 
appear much field fo r American enter­ 
prise in Khcdesia, bnt as the mining 
and o ther industries extend with tbe 
o pening o f a sho rt and cheap o utlet to 
the sea there is no reaso n why Ameri­ 
can ttio ls and mechanical appliances 
sho uld no t find a ready market there 
Beira, therefo re, is o ne o f the po ints to 
which o ur manufacturers and expo rters 
sho uld give attentio n, so that when the 
Beira Salisbury and Bulawayo railway 
is co mpleted they may be early o n the 
gro und.—New Yo rk Sun.

ameter. It so mewhat reseinhlesa butch­

cleaver, 
altho ugh

lighter, and the handle is o rnamuited. 
much the same as Indians o rnament 
so me o f their pipes, with crude brass 
hands. 
Majo r Bt inent says the native 
blacksmiths inauufacturo these battle 
axes fro m fishplates taken fro nt the 
railro ads. These, like the kris. must he 
used in clo se aetio n to be effective. lie 
also bro ught ho me a 
Mauser 
rifle, 
which, he claims, is superio r to tbe 
Krag-J o rgensen in nse by o ur tro o ps. 
Two o f the mo st interesting things 
o f Majo r Bement’s co llectio n are bam- 
b(w chairs, made witho ut glue o r nails, 
and which are manufactured by the na­ 
tives and so ld in the markets by the 
makers. There are no furniture facto ries 
there, the native wo rkmen making the 
vario us articles at their ho mes and ped­ 
dling them fro m bo use to ho use.

o us quarters o f Paris. Co llectio ns were 
made o nce a day Iro iii the .-^treot bo xes, 
fo llo wed many ho urs later by a single 
delivery, and thus the first po sto flice in 
the wo rld was established. 
M. do Velayer was so greatly enco nr- 
ageil l)y the Huccess o f his enti'rpri.se 
that in o rder to develo p it still iiirtlnr 
he printed certain tiirins o f billets o r 
no t(!.s which were intended to co ver all 
the o rdinary letjnirements o f business 
in gri iit to wns. These fo rms eo ntaine(l 
blanks which wert' int)>nd« Ml to he filled 
nj) 1)V the p» 'ii with such s{m>( iai matter 
us might he neee.-^sary to co mplete the 
writer’s o bject. 
The idea at o nce be­ 
came po pular, and the prinh'd firms 
acco mpanied the expansio n o f the po stal 
H(!i vice thro ugho ut tbe larger'jities o f 
France, and it was many years hefo r<‘ 
they fell into disuse.

T H E BEIRA-OULA.VAYO LINE. 


R a p id D e v e lo p m e n t o f (lie It-ii I w a y 
S y ste m o f tbs D a r k Confluent. 
The isolation which has hitherto 
proved so great an obstacle to the pros­ 
perity of the newly organized territory 
in Sooth Africa now known as Rhodcia 
will soon be a thing of the past 
It is 
♦me that it is already connected with 
Cape Town by rail. bot the distance 
from Bnlawayo is over 1.300 miles, and 
the costly freights are an impediment 
to tbe development of its trade, more 
particularly in heavy goods such as 
timber and coal 
There will also he in 
due time the great central African 
trunk line from Cairo to bring it in 
tonch with Europe from that side 
But neither of these roads has the 
same interest for the Rhodesians that 
the one now approaching completion 
will have, that is to bring BnUwayo. 
in the center of Rhodesia, and Salis­ 
bury. in the northeast, in direct com­ 
munication with tbe sea at Beira, on tbe 
Fortugnese coast of the Indian ocean 
The distance between Bulnwayo and 
Beira is only 430 miles, and of that dis­ 
tance 150 miles, from Beira to Massi- 
Kessi, is already laid and in running 
order. The construction of the I lilway 
that is to join the Beira and Salisbury 
line at Massi-Kessi will soon he taken 
in hand, the first section of IOO miles, 
from Bulawayo toGwelo. being already 
decided, leaving only 180 miles between 
Gwelo and Massi-Kessi to be built 
The South African company expects 
to take over the Beira line next Octo­ 
ber. when it will have entire control of 
the freight rates and traffic, which it 
will he in the interest of the territory 
to make as cheap as possible. Not only 
will it make a great difference to trav­ 
elers and goods to and from Europe to 
have the shorter rail and sea route to 
go by. hat the impetus that will be 
given to the trade and exportation of 
Rhodesia will be immense. The differ 
ence between the length of the route 
between Bulawayo and England by way 
of Beira and of that by way of Cape 
Town is calculated to he 2,200 miles. 
Already Rhodesians are indulging in 
dreams of the golden future that is in 
store for them, and the Matabele Times 
foresees the day when, whether the 
frontiers of Rhodesia are carried down 
to the sea sooner or later. Beira will be 
of paramount importance to that part 
of South Africa. 
As yet there does not 
appear much field for American enter­ 
prise in Rhodesia, but as the mining 
and other industries extend with tbe 
opening of a short and cheap outlet to 
the sea there is no reason why Ameri­ 
can tools and mechanical appliances 
should not find a ready market there 
Beira, therefore, is one of the points to 
which our manufacturers and exporters 
lands artificially irrigated, showing : should give attention, so that when the 
•noreless •husbandry. Dr. Knapp farther 
foye: 
“ The rich clay loam soil about San 
Fernando is well adapted to anger cane. 
'"tai Luzon the methods of sugar farming 
ore different from those practiced in the 
•Onited States, w hile the factories are 
Abe crudest conceivable.

I proprietor furnishes land and factory,

prietor receives one-half the sugar and 
oil the molasses. The tenunt, in theory, 
la allowed the remainder, but. in prac­ 
tice, lie usually receives about two- 
fffths of the sugar. 
I d the islands of 
Fanay, Negros and Cebu the sugar 
farms and factories are much more im- 
i proved than in Luzon. Sugar lands pro- 
♦ dace from 8,(JOU to 8,000 pounds an 
■ acre. depending upon the cultivation 
and the factory. 
-‘Spanish statistical reports and in­ 
terview's with Manila exporters showed 
Jibe prosperity of the tobacco and hemp 
jnduhtxies nuder normal conditions, ami 
Willet, maize, sago ami indigo do well 
and are ordinarily profitable crops.

Description of Major Bement'* Na­ 
tive Weapons and Furniture. 
Major Bement of S t Paul is the pos­ 
sessor of two short swords which are 
known as the Malay kria. which the na­ 
tive officers of the Filipino insurgents 
carry. They are as heavy aa the Ameri 
can cavally saber, but are very crude 
in workmanship and not over 18 inches 
in length. 
Apparently they are for use 
in close quarters, but the ma jor declares 
a Filipino was never in close enough 
quarters with the foe to use them. 
A battle ax. which looks as if it might 
have beedi made by a Sioux Indian, ia , 
another of his Philippine trophies. 
It I 
has a flat blade about 4 by 6 inches, to 
which is fastened with thongs a handle! 
of 16 inches in length and I inch in d i-1 
ameter. It somewhat resembles a butch­ 
er’s 
cleaver, 
although 
considerably 
lighter, and the handle is ornannnted. 
much the same as Indians ornament 
some of their pipes, with crude brass 
bands 
Major Bement says the native 
blacksmiths manufacture these battle 
axes from fishplates Liken from the 
railroads. These, like the kris. must be 
used iu close action to be effective. Ile 
also brought home a Mauser rifle, 
which, he claims, is superior to the 
Krag-JorgeDsen in use by our troops. 
Two of the most interesting things 
of Major Bement’s collection are bam­ 
boo chairs, made without glue or nails, 
and which are manufactured by the na­ 
tives and sold in the markets by the 
makers. There are no furniture factories 
there, the native workmen making the 
various articles at their homes and ped­ 
dling them from bouse to house. —St 
Paul Pioneer Press

In 1658. early in idle reign of Louis 
XIV, M. de Velayer established a pri­ 
vate penny post. Boxes were set up at 
the street corners for the reception of 
letters and offices were opened in vari­ 
ous quarters of Paris. Collections were 
made once a day trow the street boxes, 
followed many hours later by a single 
delivery, and thus the first postoffice iii 
tho world was established. 
M. do Velayer was so greatly encour­ 
aged by the success of his enterprise 
that in order to develop it still further 
he printed certain forms of billets or 
notes which were intended to cover all 
the ordinary requirements of business 
in great towns. These forms contained 
blanks which were intended to be filled 
up by the pen with such special matter 
as might bo necessary to complete tbe 
writer’s object. The idea at once be­ 
came popular, and tho printed fi rms 
accompanied the expansion of the postal 
service throughout tbe larger cities of 
France, and it was many years before 
they fell into disuse. —Harper’s Round

The isolation 
which 
has Ii i flier to 
proved so great an obstacle to the pros- 1 
perity of the newly organized territory 
in South Africa now known as Rhode**!?! 
will soon he a thing of the past 
It is 
trne that it is already connected with 
Cape Town by rail. but the distance 
from Bnlawayo is over 1.300 miles, and 
the costly freights are an impediment 
to the development of its trade, more 
particularly in heavy goods such as 
timber and coal 
There will also he in 
dne time the great central African 
trunk line from Cairo to bring it in 
touch with Europe from that side 
But neither of these mads has the 
same interest for the Rhodesians that 
the one now approaching completion 
will have, that is to bring Bulawayo. 
in the center of Rhodesia, and Salis­ 
bury. in the northeast, in direct com­ 
munication with the sea at Beira, on the 
Portuguese coast of the Indian ocean 
The distance between Buluwayo and 
Beira is only 430 miles, and of that dis­ 
tance 150 miles, from Beira to Massi- 
(Cessi. Is already laid and in running 
order. 
The constrnction of the I lilway 
that is to join the Beira aud Salisbury 
line at Massi-Kessi will soon he taken 
in hand, the first section of IOO miles, 
from Bulawayo toQwelo. being already 
decided, leaving only 180 miles between 
Gwelo and Massi-Kessi to be built 
The South African company expects 
to take over the Beira line next Octo­ 
ber. when it will have entire control of 
the freight rates and traffic, which it 
will he in the interest of the territory 
to make as cheap as possible. Not only 
will it make a great difference to trav­ 
elers and goods to and from Euroj>e to 
have the shorter rail and sea route to 
go by. hut the impetus that will he 
given to the trade and exportation of 
Rhodesia will be immense. 
The differ 
ence between the length of the route 
between Bulawayo and England by way 
of Beira and of that by way of Cape 
Town is calculated to be 2.200 miles. 
Already Rhodesians are indulging in 
dreams of the golden future that is in 
store for them, and the Matabele Times 
foresees the day when, whether the 
frontiers of Rhodesia are carried down 
to the sea sooner or later. Beira will be 
of paramount importance to that part 
of South Africa. 
As yet there does not 
appear much field for American enter­ 
prise in Rhodesia, but as the mining 
and other industries extend with the 
opening of a short and cheap outlet to 
the sea there is no reason why Ameri­ 
can tools and mechanical appliances 
should not find a ready market there 
Beira, therefore, is one of the points to 
which our manufacturers and exporters

Major Bement of S t Paul is the pos­ 
sessor of two short swords which are 
known as the Malay kris, which the n a­ 
tive officers of the Filipino insurgents 
carry. They are as heavy as the Ameri­ 
can cavalry saber, but are very crude 
in workmanship and not over 18 inches 
in length 
Apparently they are for use 
in close quarters, but the ma jor declares 
a Filipino was never in close enough 
quarters with the foe to use them. 
A battle ax. which looks as if it might 
have beef) made by a Sioux Indian, is, 
another of bis Philippine trophies. 
It, 
has a flat blade about 4 by 8 inches, to 
which is fastened with thongs a handle! 
of Hi inches in length and I inch in d i- 1 
ameter. It somewhat resembles a butch-; 
e ra 
cleaver, 
although 
considerably 
lighter, and the handle is ornamented, 
much the same as Indians ornament 
some of their pipes, with cr ade brass 
bands. 
Major Bement says the native 
blacksmiths manufacture these battle 
axes from fishplates tit ken from the 
railroads. These, like the kris. must be 
used in close action to be effective. Ile 
also brought home a 
Mauser 
rifle, 
which, he claims, is superior to the 
Krag-Jorgensen in use by our troops. 
Two of the most interesting things 
of Major Bement’s collection are bam­ 
boo chairs, made without glue or nails, 
and which are manufactured by the na 
tives and sold in the markets by the 
makers. There are no furniture factories 
there, the native workmen making the 
various articles at their homes and ped­ 
dling them from house to house.-—St

The wonderful postal system, which 
nas reached out until it includes every 
country on the face of the earth, had 
its beginning in the mind of an in,*©- 
nious Frenchman. 
In 1658. early in t:ba reign of Louis 
XIV. M. de Velayer established a pri­ 
vate penny post. 
Boxes were set up at 
the street corners for the reception of 
letters and offices were opened in vari­ 
ous quarters of Paris. Collections were 
made once a day I rom the street boxes, 
followed many hours later by a single 
delivery, and thus the first postoffice iii 
tho world was established. 
M. do Velayer was so greatly encour­ 
aged by the success of bis enterprise 
that in order to develop it still further 
he printed certain forms of billets or 
notes which were intended to cover all 
the ordinary requirements of business 
in great towns. These forms contained 
blanks which were intended to be lilied 
up by the pen w ith such special m atter 
us might be necessary to complete tho 
w riter’s object. 
The idea at once be­ 
came popular, and the printed fi rins 
accompanied the expansion of the postal 
service throughout the larger'cities of 
France, and it was many years before 
they fell into disuse. —Harper’s Round

Colonel Davis stated that most 
of the caus from which the samples 
were taken for analysis had been ex­ 
posed to the heat of tropical countries, 
some of the cans being brought from 
Havana for the purpose of the test. 
Dr. Currie testified that the refrigera­ 
tor beef supplied at Jacksonville had on 
some occasions made tile men sick.

had made chemical analysis of the beef, 
which in one case showed the presence 
of salysillic acid aud in another of bora­ 
cic acid. 
Major Lee presented more oI the cor­

Dr. Currie testified that the refrigera­ 
tor beef supplied ut Jacksonville had on 
some occasions made tile men sick.

had made chemical analysis of the beef, 
which iii one case showed the presence 
of salysillic acid and iii another of bora­ 
cic acid.

L etter F rom n S e w York Hoy W ho I* 
F lu Ii I i ii K th e F ilip in o * . 
Mrs. R. 8eelig of New York has re­ 
ceived a letter, written at the begin­ 
ning of the lighting near Manila, from 
her brother. Martin Hildebrandt, a for­ 
mer resident of the Tenth ward and a 
member of the old Ninth regiment, who 
is fighting in the Philippines as a mem­ 
ber of Company E. Second Oregon regi 
ment. 
The letter is dated Feb. 13. It says 
“ The big fight started last Sunday 
night, and we ale on duty all the time. 
One of our battles was four hours long. 
Companies G, K and C have gone to 
the front, aud the rest of the regiment 
is on duty in the city 
We have lost .»9 
dead, and 354 are wounded. 
We are 
sleeping with our clothes and shoes on 
nights. I don’t think we will leave here 
for six months, because there is going 
to be plenty of fighting in u week, and 
we will have our hands full. 
We have 
killed 0.000 insurgents, and we have 
oui troops as far as 15 miles from Ma­ 
nila. 
Fifteen thousand troops stretch. 
in a curve, from Cavite to the bay, with 
Kansas men nearest the bay. W ashing­ 
ton next, then the regulars, and we 
cover from them to Cavite. 
“ I am tired. 
I have just come in 
from 48 hours’ guard duty on the picket 
line where it rains bullets all day long. 
“ If I don’t write again, look in the 
morning papers and see if I am shot or 
wounded, because I don t know when I 
will get it in the neck from one of the 
insurgents 
“ Tell the old Ninth regiment boys 
we are having a hard time here. 
On the 28th Hildebrandt did get 
wounded, but only slightly, 
iu the 
hand.—New York World.

ABU*! become a large consumer of farm 
products drawn from the United States. 
Tho diffusion of knowledge and the in­ 
troduction of new industries in Japan 
t a r o had the effect of more than doa- 
M ins the cost of labor in the last ten 
years and in proportion of stimulating 
ronnumption by the common people. 
•"Future progress must be mainly 
■wade in the direction of manufactures. 
In such event the food for the opera­ 
tives, the cotton and other fiber material 
for the fabrics, the lamber and iron for 
tim construction of the factories and 
much of the machinery will be drawn 
from the United States. Of the fabrics, 
cotton and wool alone have made much 
]Mrogress under the factory system, and 
this la owing to the fact that they were 
mot produced to any extent in the em­ 
pire. and hence no home system of man­ 
ufacture had been established for them. 
“•‘The princpial agricultural products 
imported by Japan are wheat, flour. 
APQfCar. cotton, hatter, cheese and meat. 
The annual value of these articles is at 
psroent between $24,000,000 and $25,- 
•00,000 in gold. Under favorable treaty 
regulations Japan will import from the 
United States nearly all ber flour, but­ 
ter. cheese and meat, three-fourth* of 
th e raw cotton required, and from the 
Philippines nearly their entire surplus 
* output of sugar." 
Regarding China, the report says

Rapid Development of the ll■illnay 
Sjrftteni of the D a r k Continent. 
The isolation 
which has hitherto 
proved so great an obstacle to the pros­ 
perity of the newly organized territory 
in South Africa now known as Rhod«*ai.i 
will soon he a thing of the past 
It is 
frne that it is already connected with 
Cape Town by rail, but the distance 
from Bulawayo is over 1,800 miles, and 
the costly freights are an impediment 
to the development of its trade, more 
particularly in heavy goods such as 
ti rn lier and coal 
There will als*) be in 
due time the great central African 
trunk line from Cairo to bring it in 
touch with Europe from that side 
But neither of these roads has the 
same interest for the Rhodesians that 
the one now approaching completion 
will have, that is to bring BnWtvayo. 
in the center of Rhodesia, and Salis­ 
bury, in the northeast, in direct com­ 
munication with the sea at Beira, on the 
Portuguese coast of the Indian ocean 
The distance between Bulnwayo and 
Beira is only 430 miles, and of that dis­ 
tance 150 miles, from Beira to Massi- 
K**ssi, is already laid and in running 
order. 
The construction of the I iii way 
that is to join the Beira aud Salisbury 
line at Massi-Kessi will soon be taken 
in hand, the first section of IOO miles, 
from Bulawayo toGwelo. being already 
decided, leaving only 180 miles between 
Gwelo and Massi-Kessi to be built 
The South African company expects 
to take over the Beira line next Octo­ 
ber. when it will have entire control of 
the freight rates and traffic, which it 
will he in the interest of the territory 
to make as cheap as possible. 
Not only 
will it make a great difference to trav­ 
elers and goods to and from Eurojie to 
have the shorter rail and sea route to 
go by, but the impetus that will be 
given to the trade and exportation of 
Rhodesia will be immense. 
The differ 
ence between the length of the route 
between Billa wayo and England byway 
of Beira and of that by way of Cape 
Town is calculated to be 2,200 miles. 
Already Rhodesians are indulging in 
dreams of the golden future that is in 
eture for them, and the Matabele Times 
foresees the day when, whether the 
frontiers of Rhodesia are carried down 
to the sea sooner or later. Beira will be 
of paramount importance to that part 
of South Africa. 
As yet there does not 
appear much field for American enter­ 
prise in Rhodesia* bnf as the mining 
and other industries extend with the 
opening of a short and cheap outlet to 
the sea there is no reason why Ameri­ 
can tools and mechanical appliances 
should not find a ready market there 
Beira, therefore, is one of the points to 
which our manufacturers ami exporters 
should give attention, so that when the 
Bein*-Salisbury and Bulawayo railway 
is completed they may be early on the 
ground.—New York Hun.

Two of the most interesting things 
of Major Beni ant’s collection are bam­ 
boo chairs, made without glue or nails, 
and which are manufactured by the na-! 
tives aud sold in the markets by the 
makers. There are no furniture factories . 
there, the native workmen making the 
varions articles at their homes and ped-1 
dling them from house to house.-—St

O r ig in o f th e P o s t a l 9> aleut. 
The wonderful postal system, which 
nas reached out until it includes every 
country on the face of the earth, had 
its beginning in the mind of an inge­ 
nious Frenchman 
In 1658, early in the reign of Loo is 
XIV, M. de Velayer established a pri­ 
vate penny post. 
Boxes were set up ut 
the street corners for the reception of 
letters and offices were opened in vari­ 
ous quarters of Paris. Collections were 
made once a day I rom the street boxes, 
followed many hours later by a sin :1“ 
delivery, anil thus the first postoffice iii 
the world was established. 
M. de Velayer was so greatly encour­ 
aged by the success of his enterprise 
that in order to develop it still further 
he printed certain bmus of billets or 
notes which were intended to cover all 
the ordinary requirements of business 
in great towns. These forms contained 
blanks which were intended to be lilied 
ap by the pen with such special matter 
as might be necessary to complete tho 
writer’s object. 
The idea at once be­ 
came popular, and the printed ft ruts 
accompanied tile expansion of the postal 
service throughout the larger vj ti es of 
France, and it was many years before 
they fell into disuse. —Harper’s Round 
Table.

W ashington, April *>.—Tho two prin 
cipal witnesses lie toro the* beef inquiry 
court were Prof. Russell ll. Chittenden 
of Yale college ami Dr. Samuel A. C ur­ 
rie, who was lieutenant colonel of S e c ­ 
ond New Jersey regim ent, which was 
stationed at Jackson vilie during the war. 
Prof. Chittenden i- one of the chemists 
■elected by tho governm ent to analyze 
the canned roast beef. He presented his 
report showing that tho beef generally 
was good. 
No chemicals had been 
found by him in its preparation and it 
was generally wholesome. 
He, how ­ 
ever, expressed doubt as to w hether the 
heat of the tropical clim ate would not 
caust5 the fat iii the cans to liquify and 
thus render the food displeasing to the 
sight. 
Colonel Davis stated that most 
of the cans from which the samples 
were taken for analysis had been ex­ 
cised to the heat of tropical countries, 
some of tile cans being brought from 
Havana for the purpose of the test. 
Dr. Currie te.stihed that the refrigera­ 
tor beef supplied ut Jacksonville had on 
some occasions made tile men sick. 
He 
had made chemical analysis of the beef, 
which in one case showed the presence 
of salysillic acid and iii another of bora­ 
cic acid. 
Major Lee presented more of the cor­ 
respondence between General Miles and 
the court, and put in a request on lie- 
half of Hie general that nine of the 1J0 
witnesses whose names he had hereto­ 
fore suggested be called, saying that 
they would testify concerning refriger- 
a tor beef and chemically treated beef.
